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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

a. wherein a plurality of soft polymer particles comprise the soft phase in said 
aqueous dispersion of polymer particles and a plurality of hard polymer particles 
comprise the hard phase. 

b. Wherein the polymer particles comprise polymer particles with a soft 
phase core and a hard phase shell. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 12 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
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are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

2. During a telephone conversation with Marcella M. Bodner on 4/12/04, a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of species a, 
claim 13. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office 
action. Claims 14-16 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

3. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(i). 
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Specification 

4. The amendment filed 02/20/2004 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment 
shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material that 
is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The amendments recited on 
pages 5-7 of the amendment. There is no support in the original specification for any 
distinction between "conventional" emulsion polymerization, mini-emulsion 
polymerization, or for that matter, micro-emulsion polymerization. Emulsion 
polymerization includes mini-emulsion polymerization, as well as micro-emulsion 
polymerization, and the amendment create a distinction in the embodiments of this 
invention, which was not there before, thereby introducing new matter. 

Also, the addition to the text of "EXAMPLE 5" represents new matter as such 
procedures are not found in the original specifications. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1 and 7-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
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that was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. There is no support for "conventional emulsion 
polymerization" as a specific technique for caring out the polymerization in the originally 
filed specifications. As originally filed, the emulsion polymerization in the claims is not 
defined as excluding mini-emulsion polymerization. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

8. Claims 1 and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ishikawa et al., for reasons cited in the previous action. 

9. Claims 1 and 8-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Craun et al., for reasons cited in the previous action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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1 1 . Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ishikawa 
et al. or Craun et al., for reasons cited in the previous action. 

Response to Arguments 

1 2. Applicant's arguments filed 02/20/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's argument center on the exclusion of mini-emulsion 
polymerization from the process of the present claims. The emulsion polymerization of 
the present invention is still understood to encompass mini-emulsions. As such, the 
invention is still rejected by the cited prior art. 

13. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
